LONDON, October 2.—It appears that 
the socialist leaders are determined 
to disregard the orders of the police, 
and that an immense body of unemployed 
workingmen wilifollow in the wake ofthe 
Lord Mayor’s gorgeous procession on Novem- 
ber 9, with black flags and bands of music 
plaving the dead march in Saul. Even if, 
contrary to general expectation, the 
day passes off without disturbance, 


the contrast between the thousands of starv- 

ing men and women and the brilliant proces- 

sion of the city magnates will be most painful 
and sufficient to urouse the most dangerous 
Pfeeling of discontent among tbe masses. 

Millions of leaflets are being scattered 
throughout London urging the unemployed to 
leave their slums and to follow the ugeant in 
silent and solemn order. Show them your 
distress and their danger.“ Ou all hands it is 
agreed that never has greater distress pre- 
Vailed in London than at present. It is not 
only among the unskilied, but the suffering 
extends to the skilled working class, and there 
seems to de no prospect of employment for 
them in the coming winter. Foremen who have 
Deen in constant employment in the same 
firm forfifteen andtwenty years have been 
turned off, owing to bad times, during the 
past few weeks. By the riverside and in the 
vicinity ofthe docks, the crowds of unem- 

ployed are daily growing greater. Hunger 
and want have driven them almost to desper- 

ation Ifsome steps are not taken to relieve 
the distress the consequences during the com- 

ing months are likely to be terrible. in every 
sense ofthe word. All the thousands who 


ure now sleeping in the air will be 
driven to seek shelter when the cold 
weather sets in und the work-houses 
and charitable institutions which are 


available are totally inadequate in number. 
The Socialist leaders are taking advantage of 
all this distress to press for the adoption of 
several measures, one of which at least is 
worthy of special mention and commendation. 
It is that one free meal a day in the board 
schools be granted to ail children who desire 
to partake of it.

BICYCLE BUDGET. 


The Read Tax Amendment—Chief Consul 
Rogers’ Call—Notes. 


Chief Consul Rogers’ call to the Missour! 
wheelmen is as follows: November 2 you will 
be called upon to vote upon the following 
amendment to the State Constitution: 

***In addition to the tax to be levied for 
county and city purposes, ander and by virtue 
of Section II of Article X of the Constitution of 
this State, the County Courts of the several 


counties of the State are authorized to levy for 
road and bridge purposes an additional tax, 
not to exceed 15 cents on each $100 of valua- 
tion, and the City of St. Louis is authorized to 
levy for street purposes an additional tax not 
to exceed 15 cents on each $100 of valuation. 
The rate herein allowed is to be levied and 
collected the same as other taxes for counts 
and city purposes, and subject to all existing 
constitutional restrictions as tothe valuation 
of property.’ 
»The importance of the amendment to all 
desirous of good roads will at once commend 
it to rose and itis unnecessary to urge you to 
do all in your power to see that it receives a 
favorabie vote. Do not be satisfied with cast- 
— your own vote for it, but influence your 
friends and the newspapers of your district in 
favor of it.

A CLEVER LAWYER. 


How a Legal Shark Defrauded the Heirs to 
an Estate 


By Telegraph to the Port-Disrarer. 

New York, October 29.—Catherine E. White 
died August 11, 1883, leaving an estate valued 
at $9,500. Sarah A. Foster, Einma E. Jarvis 
and Catherine V. Searles were the residuary 
legatees. The will was admitted to probate 
in the Kings County Sufrogate’s Court in No- 
vember, 1883. An attempt was made by Mrs. 
Searles to revoke the probate, and after two 
hearings in which two Witnesses were exam- 


ined in favor of the will, and four in opposi- 
tion, the probate was Sustained. Lawyer F. 
K. Clark, whose office in the nvett 
Building in New York, appeared for the 
executors, and he received u fee of $175 out of 
the estate. The result has been that now 
Clark and his wile, Belle, ani Ida Barnes are 
defendants in a suit in the Supreme Court, in 
which Sarah A. Foster and Emma E. Jarvis 
are plaintiffs, and in which the charges are 
conspiracy and fraud., The mutter was before 
Judge Cullen Wednesday on an application 
which was granted for an order allowing the 
pluintiffs to serve an amended complaint. Ac- 
cording to the allegations made by the plain- 
tiffs in their complaint, Lawyer Clark came 
to them before the contest over the probate 
of the will was begun, and told them that 
he was the attorney for the executors and 
— acguainted with all matters 
appertaining to the estate, urging them on 
that account to employ him to look after their 
interests. He represented to them, they 
allexe, that then! interests would differ ma- 
terially it the probate of the will was revoked, 
although he knew perfectly well that it would 
de to their advantage to have the probate re- 
voked. Relying upon these representations, 
and being ignorant of the real facts in the 
case, the plaintiffs consented to employ Mr. 
Clark to represent their interest in the con- 
test. They say that he represented to them 
that his fee would be 51.000, and that they 
could not possibly getac mpetent and trust- 
worthy lawyer for less. They did not want to 
pay so much foralawyer'’s services, but Mr. 
Clark assured them that he would 
the executor 
> or at  teast one 
the account, and they finally consented. 
Clark, according to the allegations of the 
plaintiffs, in his efforte t : induce them to con- 
sent to the scheme, offered to take a mortaage 
upon their undivided interests in the estate as 
security for his fee, payable when the estate 
was finally settled. One- half or one-third of 
that, he further assured them, would come 
back from the executor, and on the strength 
of tnese representations they gave him what 
they supposed to be a mortgage of the charac- 
ter mentioned. In due course of time, as 
alleged by the 1 Clark presented them 
with a paper which he said was the mortgage 
they had agreed to give. It was accompanied 
by a bond, payable to Clark's wife, 
who they say Olark told them 
had advanced the money on the mortgage. 
They signed both documents. The mortgage 
had to run one year, Clark telling them it was 
necessary in order to make it legal, but it was 
understood that it was not to be paid until 
Mrs. White's estate was settled. The bond 
and mortgage were recorded July 15, 1884, and 
were due June 10, 1885. Instead of being a 
bond and mortgage. the document is in reality 
a conveyance ot aud a tien upon all the right, 
title and interest of the plaintiffs in law and 
equity in the property described therein, a 
part of which Sarah A. Foster owned in ber 
own right and did not obtain through the 
estate of Mrs. White. (The -piaintiffs, 


Sarah A. Foster and Emma E. Jarvis, 
are sisters and Mrs. White was their 
mother.) Therelsalsoa clause in the mort 


une absolutely assigning a one-sixth interest 
in the estate to Clark, and makes the payment 
of the entire $1,000 fee an absolute lien on their 
estate. No mention is made of the alieced 
stipulation that any part oi the $1,000 would be 
paid by the executors. On this statement of 
facts the piaintiffs allege that 
CLARK AND HIS WIFE CONSPIRED 

to induce them to sign the bond and mort- 
gage, with the design to cheat and defraud 
them. Both the bond and mortgage, plaintiffs 
allege, were without consideration, and they 
claim that Mrs. Clark threatens to foreclose 
the mortgage and sell the estate. They there- 
fore ask foran injanction restraining the de- 
fendants from disposing of oF foreclosing 
the rmorteage ; that corrected 
and modified to confirm to the agree- 
ment, and that the value of Mr. Claras s serv- 


ices as attorney be established. The plaintifis 
also ask rmission to make Idea Barnes a 
party to the suit, on the ground that she 


claims to bave some interest in the trans/fer of 
the bond and mortgage subs: quent to their 
maturity, and thatshe has made a demand on 
them for the payment of the mort „ with 
the notice that it would be foreclosed unless 
the money was paid at ones. As an interest- 
ing addition to the story already told, it may 
be stated that for a numder of years before 
Mrs. White died, she was the housekeeper for 
Joseph Cousins, the Greenpoint ship-bulider. 
Cousine was the first administrator of her 
estate, but he was removed on the ground of 
mental incapacity, and soon afterward died. 
His daughter, Mre. Harriet Sneedeker, and 
George A. Mott were appointed administrators 
of his estate, and Sarah A. Foster, Emma E 

Jarvis and Catharine V. Searles began an ac- 
tion, which is still pending, to foreclose cer- 
tain mortgages beid by Mrs. White on prop- 
erty belongirg to Cousins. The defense 
claimed that Mr. Cousins was mentally in 
capable of transacting any business, and that 
Mrs. White, taking advantage of this fact, had 
induced him to convey his property to her 
without consideration. Recently, when the 
heirs of Mre. White cited Mr. Moss, as admin- 
istrator, to render an account of his steward- 
ship, he answered by submitting an affidavit 
in which he claimed that Joseph Cousins ieft 
no property, Mrs. Waite having got posses- 
sion of all he had.

LonpDown, October 29.—The second article in 
the Times of this morning is devoted to the 
dedication ceremonies of the statue of Liberty. 
It designates the whole affair as being a 
curious festival, and asks why liberty should 
be exported from France, which has so little 
there of it, to America which has so much. The 
article is written throughout in an altogether 
spiteful and contemptible vein, which shows 
but too clearly the prevailing jealous} of the 
United States inthis country, as well as the 
old hatred of France. M. Bartholdi is desig- 
nated as an Alsatian scuiptor, who is a 
convinced republican with a propensity 
for doing things that shall insure him against 
obscurity and oblivion. Of the statue itself 
itsays: A height of 150 feet is, to say the 
least, respectable, It beats the Rameses of 
Egypt. It beats the Colossus of Rhodes. 
Above all, to the great satisfaction of the 


French sculptor and of his committee, it ve 
decidedly beats the Arminius of the Teuto-

NEWIYORK, October 29.—A next-of-kin claim- 
ant to the estate of A. T. Stewart has been in 
this country for some weeks, and was present 
vesterday at Mrs. Stewart’s funeral. His 
nume is Nicholas Hastings Torney. He is a 
commission agent in the wine and tea trade in 
Middle Abbey street, Dublin. He was seen 
yesterday by the PosT-DISPATCH correspond- 
ent and related the following story and the 


grounds upon which he seeks to claim a large | 
portion of the big fortune which Mrs. Stewart 


has left: 


„„John Torney,’’ he began, was A. T. | 
Stewart's grandfather and a brother of George | 


Torney, Nicholas H. Torney's tather. I am 
Nichelas H. Torney. A. Stewart's father 
eloped with Margaret Torney, who was the 
only child of John Torney, a brother of 
George Torney. Before A. T. Stewart was 
born his futher died, thereupon John Torney 
took back his daughter, A. T. Stewart's mother, 
to his home at Lissne, Lisburn, County Antrim. 
There Mr. Stewart was born. The boy grew 
up under the tutelage of my uncle, John 
Torney, who educated him tor the church. 
My uncle, unfortunately, died when 
young Stewart was only 18 years old, 
but he leit him a legacy of £2,300, 
which he could claim when he was of age. 
At this time young Stewart 


he spent three years as a tutor. He was then 
21 years of age, and returned to Ireland to 
claim the £2,300 which was passed over to him 
by Abrahum Lamb and Nathaniel Dickey, 
Jobn Torney’s exe@utors. Richardson & Am 
den, the well-known linen manufacturirs of 
Lisburn, Ireland, induced young A. T. Stew 
art to invest his money in Ulster linens.

A. 1 Stewart married, and in the year 1867 he, 
with his wife, stayed for some time on a visit 
at Shorehouse, County Down, where my 
father and mother lived.

Stewart assured us that he would

The niece of Abraham Lamb, one of the exec- 
utors of my uncle, John Torney, was mar- 
ried to E. J. Denning, and it was on this ac- 
count that Mr. Denning was taken into the 
Stewart firm and occupied his present posi- 
tion. My brother Henry came to this country 
three years ago. Besides him and me there 
are two other brothers, Thomas and John 
Torney, and a sister, Elizabeth Carlisle, widow 
of the late President of the Queen's Oolleve, 
Belfast. A. Stewart's mother is a full 
cousin of ours. Atthe time when my brother 
Henry arrived, an offer was made to him, 
through Mrs, Stewart, of $100,000 to him and 
each of usand my sister in consideration of 
what we would be entitied to when she 
should die.

Stillhe may be such, However, as he 
claims only to be of kin to Mr. Stewart and not 
of Mrs. Stewart, he can not appear as a 
contestant of her will. The only 
will he couid contest in the 
Stewart family, Standing that he isa relative 
of A. T. Stewart, would be Mr. Stewart's will, 
and that is rather late in the day. It is rather 
peculiar that these claimants have not ap- 
peared or do not appear on hand during the 
life of the testator or testatrix, but wait until 
after their death before putting forth their 

retentious claims. No trouble is expected 
om Mr. Torney.’’
